[Excerpte| Good work has been done by the peoples councile and their executive 
committees to aake the people familiar with the laws on the peoples councils and 
the decision on their powers, as will ae the Penal Code and the Labor Code. 
during thie activity, there has been good cooperation between the peoples 
councils, the courte aad the public prosecutors offices and other organs and masse 
organizations. Thies experience was extended this year with the popularization of 
decisions of the government on cooperative yarde. 


However, this experience hus not always been at the center of attention as an 
inseparable part of the everyday work of these organs and organisations. in some 
districts there are still some shortcomings and gaps in thie activity which result 
in violations of lews and regulations. Most importent are the violations of the 
regulations governing relations in the fulfillment of the production and 
distribution plans, the regulations on product quality, the handling of socialist 
property, work relations, etc. It is clear that these violations, in the aajority 
of cases, are committed by those who do not have « broad knowledge of the content 
of the laws but they ere aleo « result of an inadequate campaign and of the 
defective organization of work in thie area. 


Thies ie one side. But the other side, which we want to emphasize, is that there 
are cadres and workere who do not properly underetend the necessity for the 
knowledge, iaterpretation and implementation of laws with the accuracy which is 
required. These incorrect attitudes should be understood and evaluated as «a 
manifestation of the class struggle and of the influence of the old world which 
appeare in the old method of work and organization of work. 


The failure to observe regulations on the circulation and documentation of 
material and monetary assets continues to result in many violations with hareful 
effects. There are workers, including some sanagement cadres in various 
enterprises, in the dietricts mentioned earlier [Durres, Kruje, Pogradec, Lezhe, 
Tirana and others), and in other districts, such as Mat, Mirdite and Diber, who 
allow violations of the laws on the protection of socialist property and do not 
always take the necessary technical-orgenisational seasures for learning and 
implementing regulations, laws and decisions. 














The leading etate organs and the organs of the mase organisations should learn the 
necessary lessons from these shortcomings so that they will collaborate and work 
together @ore closely in a more organised manner aad help to populerize and 
implement, in « proper manner, the eajor laws and other Lewes and regulations, 
whone implementation is not proceeding as it should. For thie, plane and programe 
alone are aot enough (there is no lack of theese); there must be cooperation and 
collaboration among the organs of the goverament, the courte and the public 
prosecutore offices and the mass organisations, from grassroots to headquarters, 
and thie cooperation @uet take concrete form in work. Every foreign attitude ina 
regard to thie problem should bv combatted, especially the idea of work in 
campaigns, in epurte and upon oidere from on ‘igh.

ARMY DAILY EDITORIAL CALLS FOR STRICTER MILITARY DISCIPLINE 
Sof‘. NARODNA ARMIYA in Bulgarian 12 May 81 p 1 
[Editorial: "Compliance the Heart of Discipline") 


{Text] We have been pondering more and more frequently and more and more exten- 
sively whether our work measures up to the requirements set by the 17th Party 
Congress. Every sentence of the congress documents and every line of the report 
suggests ideas to us, offers guidelines and spurs us to deeds—deeds whereby we 
demonstrate the creative character of free labor, our devotion to the cause of 
socialism and our readiness to defend it. 


Let us together give a little thought to a sentence in the report: “Even stricter 
observance of socialist discipline (planning, financial, technological and labor) 
is needed today." Why is it needed’ What are the factors making it imperative? 


The party's appeal for high-standard, highly efficient labor this year rings with 
new force. Practical experience has already convinced us that its implementation 
means not only constant improvement in the indicators of combat and political 
training, but also the assurance of a high state of organization, discipline and 
compliance in all mnits. This is the basic reason that obliges us to strengthen 
discipline-—-it makes our labor successful and highly efficient. 


Unquestioning compliance is the heart of military discipline. In the socialist 
army ready compliance becomes a force that helps servicemen display and develop 
their best qualities. This is so because its basis is unshakable communist convic- 
tion, a profound understanding of the necessity for subordinating oneself and a 
sense of responsibility for the destiny of the homeland. 


The concepts of discipline and disciplinedness are very closely and immediately 
linked but we must not regard them as identical. Discipline is a specific form of 
human relationships while disciplinedness is a moral quality of the individual 
indicating his ability deliberately to subordinate himself to the requirements of 
discipline and freely to practice self-discipline. At the same time that he ut- 
ters the words of his oath, the serviceman promises unquestioningly to comply with 
the requirements of regulations and the orders of his commanders and superiors. 

In ready compliance there is a fusion into a single whole of constant internal 
readiness to execute an assigned mission, of good organization, concentration, firm 











knowledge and habits, high professional training, and the ability to operate ef- 
fictently with modern weapons and military equipment. 


In his statement to the delegates at the 14th All-Army Party Conference the minis- 
ter of national defense, Army Gen Dobri Dzhurov, emphasized that “the organization 
of compliance with assigned missions and planned measures must become the core of 
all command and organizational work." Compliance discipline is the main thing to- 
day! The monthly plan and weekly schedule must be law that nobody has the right 
to violate and we must all fight for compliance with them. Compliance discipline 
means a steady training process, high-setandard execution of the training plan, and 
precise and methodical consistency in forming the necessary habits in servicemen. 


In everyday classes and in tactical training exercises, in flights and in sea 
cruises service personnel become men, harden their will and mold their character. 
Here they come to understand the importance of ready compliance and nurture this 
important quality in themselves. Contributing to this are army life rigidly con- 
trolled by military regulations and orders, good organization of the training and 
educational process, and the entire atmosphere of the military service which is 
characterized by strictness, human respect, confidence and genuine comradeship. 


The basic and decisive role in forming and developing ready compliance in service 
personnel is played by the persistent and purposeful everyday educational work of 
commanders, political organizers, party and Komsomol organizations. What is most 
important here is to heighten the ideological tempering of service personnel and 
their political awareness. 


The more precisely the combined military-cum-political commander finds his place in 
this process, the more rapidly servicemen are molded into disciplined and eager 
personnel. Relying on the army sense of community and utilizing socialist compe- 
tition, and by combining his efforts with the activity of the political workers, 
the commander maintains rigid prescribed order, sets strict requirements and 
strengthens discipline. 


The officer's personal example is one of the most effective and constantly influ- 
ential factors in instilling good discipline in servicemen. As Soviet pedagogue 
Ushinsky has pointed out, "The influence of the educator's personality is an 
educative force that cannot be replaced either by textbooks or moral maxims or by 
a system of punishments and incentives." 


In instilling ready compliance in service personnel, commanders, political organ- 
izers, party 2nd Komsomol organizations by various ways and means create a situa- 
tion where violations of discipline and prescribed order are not tolerated. And 
as the experience of front-ranking units has shown, such a situation plays an im- 
portant role in inculcating scrupulous compliance in service personnel and in 
ensuring high and lasting results in combat and political training.

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YOUNG OFFICERS URGED TO FAMILIARIZE THEMSELVES WITH TECHNICAL EQUIPMENT

[Text] The improving of weapons and military equipment has placed ever-higher de- 
mands on the technical training of the officers and particularly on the young offi- 
cers who directly organize the use of the equipment. At present, without a thorough 
understanding of the design, principles of operation and interaction of all the sys- 
tems and units and withcut firm skills in the maintenance of the equipment and 
weapons it is impossible to achieve the greatest efficiency in their combat use. 
Under present-day conditions when the weapons and armaments are predominantly collec- 
tive ones, narrow specialization plays an ever-smaller role. Broad technical know- 
ledge is essential. Under such a situation the training level of a young commander 
officer should not be lower than the training of a technical officer. 


The complex conditions of modern combat and the necessity of rapid and able actions 
with weapons and military equipment demand high professional skills from every offi- 
cer. It is impossible to maintain the equipment and weapons in constant combat 
readiness if the commander is poorly trained in technical terms. Each officer 
should precisely know the entire system of maintenance and the dates, scope and 
sequence for carrying this out. All of this will help him in a skilled and experi- 
enced manner to delve into the questions of the operation, maintenance and repair 
of the weapons and military equipment. In the military schools, the officer candi- 
dates study all types of weapons and equipment and gain certain practical skills in 
operating them. In the troops, the young officers are assigned to various units 
which are armed with certain types of what they have studied. For some young offi- 
cers it seems that the studying of military equipment in the military schools was 
insufficient to carry out their functional duties as line or technical officers. 


If, in such a situation, a young officer is not provided with specific aid from a 
senior officer and if he does not show an interest and a desire to rapidly and thor- 
oughly master the equipment and weapons, then he will not only be unable to correct- 
ly organize the operation of the equipment but will also be unable to instruct his 
subordinates. We support and affirm the tradition that after the young officers 
arrive in the units training courses are organized for them. At these courses we 
set two basic goals. The first is to check what is the actual training and practi- 
cal skills of the young officers and their ability to use the combat cababilities of 
the weapons and equipment. The second objective is to actually prepare them to 
carry out their forthcoming functional duties. 














During the assemblies we plan and conduct practical exercises for studying the 
equipment, the organization of the use of the equipment and weapons and the carry- 
ing out of exercises for driving a vehicle and a tank. The exercises are conducted 
by well-trained officers. 


In talking with young officers I have realized that the courses have helped them 
greatly in rapidly finding their way and carrying out their new duties. 


In the unit where Officers Odrinski and Nenov serve, even during the pluaning of 
combat training, serious attention is given to improving the technical knowledge of 
the officers. 


Such an approach to studying the equipment has made it possible for the units to 
successfully carry out great and responsible tasks. In the achieved successes a 
major contribution has also been made by the young officers D. Stoyanov, P. Stoyanov, 
Kolev, Manolov, Minchev, Sarakostov, Aykov and Parushev who with their knowledge and 
abilities have helped in successfully carrying out the tasks. 


For example, Officer Plamen Stoyanov arrived in the unit with excellent theoretical 
and technical training and with a great desire and zeal to improve his practical 
skills. Officer Stoyanov, as the deputy commander for technical affairs in the com- 
pany, was not ashamed that he would be involved in the repair and rebuilding of the 
equipment along with the experienced tank experts, MSgts Vulev and Yanchev. During 
the repair work he explained to them the theoretical provisions and the operating 
principles of the individual assemblies and units and at the same time assimilated 
their practical skills. Thus, in a comparatively short period of time, he was able 
to improve his practical skills to the level of his theoretical knowledge and this 
was also constantly enriched. 


After the unit had received new equipment, Officer Atanasov, without awaiting in- 
structions and orders, began to study it, master it and train his subordinates in 
its correct use. Officer Todorov has been largely responsible for improving the 
technical training of the young officers. He has a very good knowledge of the theo- 
retical and practical training of the officers, he correctly and promptly organizes 
and conducts exercises aimed at raising the level of technical training. 


In the unit in which Officers Odrinski and Nenov serve, great significance is given 
to the conducted technical conferences for raising the technical training of the 
young officers. The subjects for the conferences are chosen in such a manner so as 
to aid the technical growth of the young officers. Two or three weeks before the 
stipulated time, in a prominent place they put up the questions which will be dis- 
cussed, they organize an exhibit of the required literature and draw up tables and 
diagrams. Such preliminary preparations have produced good results. The men arrive 
at the conference prepared with well thought out, concrete proposals or requests. 


Practice shows that the young officers are to be excellently trained and must skill- 
fully instruct their subordinates. At present the young men arriving, in the bar- 
racks ordinarily have a complete secondary technical or special education, they have 
good knowledge and are interested in technical innovations. In order to teach each 
soldier it is essential to know much more than them and to teach the material with 
knowledge. In this regard good things can be said about the ~~ung officer Deyan 








Stoyanov. In his practical activities in instructing his subordinates, he always 
seeks out the most correct and accurate methods for getting across the planned sub- 
jects and exercises. 


For example, in teaching the subject "The Propulsion Unit," the young officer, be- 
fore giving the material, briefly reminds the men of the given pledges in the social- 
ist competition and explains what indicators will be used in evaluating their ac- 
tions. In knowing to what attention will be paid in determining the winner in the 
socialist competition, the men work conscientiously, with interest and very effi- 
ciently. 


It can be pointed out that along with the successes and good results in technical 
training, even though rarely, young officers are still encountered who do not devote 
great attention to their training. They are satisfied with the knowledge obtained 
in the military school, they do not work for personal improvement and for this rea- 
son the exercises they conduct with the men are held on an unsatisfactory, pedagogi- 
cal level. This is the reason that the equipment for which they are responsible is 
not in a good condition. For example, Officers S. Todorov and Stoyanov had an in- 
correct attitude toward the equipment assigned to them. They were to blame for the 
accidents which occurred with the equip™ .° and for the individual units which 
failed. Or take Officer Mil'ovski wh du:iov the first 2 years of service could not 
orient himself well during technical -‘ercises and was unable to provide competent 
help to the crews in eliminating mali -'‘om. Certainly this did not go unnoticed 
by the senior officers. They and particularly Officer Todorov came to his aid. At 
present, Mil'ovski has significantly improved his theoretical and pedagogical train- 
ing as well as his practical skills. The exercises conducted by him are more in- 
formative and achieve their objective. 


There are also young officers who underestimate the preparation of the equipment 

and weapons for firing. As a result of this the firing and technical capabilities 
of the military equipment are not fully utilized. For example, an inspection showed 
that Officer Dakhterov had so organized the preparation of the equipment and weapons 
that scarcely one-third of their capabilities could be used. Hence the results of 
his subordinates were not very high. After the equipment was readied flawlessly, 
the results became excellent. 


Life in the troops clearly shows that each officer can be excellently prepared for 
technical training and can conduct exercises and train his subordinates in an exen- 
plary manner. But for this it is essential to work constantly with oneself and 
promptly master the modern equipment and the procedures of its use. This is an as- 
pect which we must not disregard for a single instant if we wish to obtain high re- 
sults in this area.

Bibo became « symbol not only by virtue of his courage but aleo his political views 
and championship of « Central European Bungery. Many of the writers therefore deal 
with the iesue--iaportent for Hungarian intellectual Life--whether the fate of the 
country is bound up with Central or Eastern Europe. Eastern Burope is equated with 
dictatorial and autocratic power exercised in « byzantine and neobyzantine style; 
Central Europe with « multiparty system, social democracy and freedom of opinion. 
These Hungarian intellectuals quite deliberately do not speak in terme of East and 
West alone; their accent ie on Central Europe: This ic concept, transferred 
to politics, represents « third way--between capitalism and commniem. They thus re- 
fer back to the political climate at the end of World War II when, for « brief time, 
thie third way seemed feasible for Bungery. 


























‘Open Opposition’ 


Of course it is impossible in Hungary ae anywhere elee to treat 70 essays by 70 in- 
tellectuale exactly the same. The party reviewer talke of significant differences 
between the various authors and divides them into four categories. About a third 
are classified with the “open opposition"; in the reviewer's opinion they have de~- 
finitely coordinated their attitudes. Some of these writers are known in the West, 
for example Miklos Harassti, Gyorgy Konrad, Messoly and former Minister Donath, 
once « collaborator of Bibo's. The quintessential meaning of these contributions 
is said to be the reference to Bibo and his fate in order to raise questions about 
Hungery's entire development since 1945. The main aesertions are summarized as 
follows: The socialist system in Hungary and other Central European countries ie il- 
legal. Under the umbrella of Soviet bayonets « minority assumed power by violence 
(a coup). As the new regime never enjoyed popular support, no social contract 
emerged to give it legitimacy. 


‘Liberation’ 


Party and government leaders sold national independence in order to retain power. 
Liberation from fasciem, welcomed by Bibo as a |istoric turning point, did not pro- 
vide the Hungarian nation with en escape from the dead end of an East European (and 
therefore totalitarian) development. Some writers go so far as to doubt whether the 
term “liberation” may rightly be used, because the event did not result in the trane- 
formation of a dictatorship into a democracy but only of capitaliem into socialien. 
Interesting, among others, is the accusation ageinet Gyorgy Lukacs, the doyen of 
dungarien critical Marziem. The question is raised, for example, whether Lukace 
should be considered an accomplice or victim of the new masters. 


The “dissident" contributors regard the events of 1956 as the revolt of elementary 
forces within a people profoundly injured in ite :omost feelings. Intended was the 
restoration of the multiparty system prevailing until 1948. The development of the 
past 25 years is described as sham liberalization; the improved standard of living 
is irrelevant given the wrong premises. Political pluralism and a multiparty system 
cannot be realized within the scope of current conditions. The intelligentsia's 
long silence is condemned (autocritical ly) 


Poor Morale Among the Intelligentsie 


The Central Committee section chief conc tudes his report by noting the poor morale 
among the intelligentsia. The party leadership, he says, will have to deal with 
thie fact. He considers that the handling of the subject matter reveals qualite- 
tively new features: To begin with a tendency toward a coalition, some broad-based 
cooperation--although the platform still lacks strength. In contrast to earlier 
times the critica) intelligentsia ho longer confines itself to theoretical writing 
and a show of solidarity (for example with the Czech civil rights activists); it 
now concretely analyzes the internal development, criticizes the genera! party line 
and questions the one-party .°*tem, the relationship to the Soviet Union and the 
revolution of 1956. The successes of the Polish opposition have reinforced the 
authors opinions and to some extent radicalized them. They have come fo consider 
autonomous organizations and movements the basis of political pluralisg--independent 
of the central power (the party). 
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Publication Neither in Hungary nor in the Weet 


The memorial writings as a whole will not be published in Hungary; so far there are 
only manuscript copies for the authors. However, some contributions have already 
been printed in a different context. As the writers have agreed not to publish the 
collection in the West either, we must be grateful for the review by Central Comit- 
tee section chief Knopp. At the same time the Hungarian Communists would welcome 
publication of the volume in the West, in order to give them a handle for proceeding 
against the more objectionable authors--not least because they aleo expect that «a 
split among the “dissidents” could result therefroa. 


Cautious Approach to Dissidence 


Ae far as we can see at this stage, no contributor to the memorial volume hase been 
subjected to professional or personal penalties. However, we gust keep in mind the 
fact that the Budapest party government avoids any unnecessary stir in the hand- 
ling of their dissidents. Following the demonstrations of solidarity with the civil 
rights activists imprisoned in Czechoslovakia, they allowed some time to pase be— 
fore dismissing several employees of Budapest radio and publishing house readers-- 
at reasonable intervals. A few years ago the most important left critics of the 
system, followers of philosopher Agnes Heller, were sent to the West for an-- 
initially--S-year "course of studies." On the other hand it must be considered a 
sign of some relaxation that two disputed novels by Konrad (which were originally 
published in the West) were later printed in the original language and at home. The 
reaction to the Bibo memorial volume and the further steps of Hungarian intellec- 
tuals are both uncertain. At this time we can only say that Hungarian intellectuals 
are attempting to define their own attitude to the state and society.

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DEFENSE OF NAVAL FORCES AGAINST MASS DESTRUCTION WEAPONS

[Naval Captain Marek Toczek, Dypl: "Organization of Naval Forces Defense 
Against Weapons of Mass Destruction"] 


[Text] Defense against weapons of mass destruction (OPBMAR) is one of the 
most important types of military secur‘iy measures for the naval forces. 
Therefore OPBMAR organization shouid particularly assure efficient 
territorial warning and alerting, direction of evacuation, evasion 
maneuvers and elimination of the effects of a strike by a weapon of mass 
destruction (bmr), and also giving aid to persons affected. 


It is expedient for commanding officers (chiefs, commanders) at all levels 
of leadership to take over the general management of the organization and 
execution of undertekings in the OPBMAX area. They should also determine 
the most important goals in the area of organized defense for forces 
subject to them and of the rear installations of the MW (Navy). 


In view of their broad range, OPBMAR undertakings should be lLabor- 
intensive, etc., and conducted in all stages of the military readiness 
of the forces. They entail a whole group of activities performed for the 
purpose of safeguarding installations (in base areas and at sea), coastal 
units and rear installations against a strike by nuclear, chemical and 
biological weapons, as well as maximum reduction of the effects of 

using them, thus preserving the ability to carry out the military tasks 
levied on them. 


The most important OPBMAR undertakings in the naval forces can include, 
among others: 


— Notification of the danger of employment of weapons of mass 
destruction; 

— Forecasting the zones (regions) of strike, radioactive and chemical 
contamination, destruction and fires; 
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~~ Organization of the ground; 

— Notification of radioactive and chemicai contamination and biological 
contagion; 

— Dispersal of installations of the coastal end air units and of rear 
installations, and also their concealment in dispersal areas; 

— Periodic changes in the disperea) areas of the forces and the locations 
of their permanent bases; 

— Avoidance of strike elements of masa destruction. waspons; 

— Use of individual and joint methods of defense against contamination, 
and also of the defensive properties of installations and terrain; 

— Dosimetric inspection; 

— Providing installations and units with equipment and methods of 
defense against contamination; 

— Reconnaissance of destruction and contagion; 

— Implementation of anti-epidemic measures, and of medical-hygienic and 
special preventive measures; and 

— Elimination of the results of using methods of mass destruction. 





Installations, units and rear installations of the naval forces can be 
informed of the situation in the air through the warning and notification 
system. The warning system has the purpose of timely notification of 
danger of an aerial attack, nuclear strikes and the threat of radioactive 
contamination. 


In case a signal is received of a threat from the air, selected forces 
and agents begin to alert svbordinate ranks. Warning is conducted 
appropriately in advance with respect to the limits of the threatened 
area, thus making it possible to implement indispensable measures to 
reduce the attacks of a possible strike. Authorized commanders or persons 
designated by them make the decision to give (cancel) the alarm. 


The notification system has the purpose of providing constant information 
to the command of certain forces, e.g., the OPL [antiaircraft defense] 
forces of the navy, of the position of means of an air strike for the 
purpose of combatting then. 


Organization of the ground can play a large role in OPBMAR, especially 
for stationary installations. 


This relies on the construction of: 


— Dugouts, trenches and bunkers with filtered ventilation for personnel; 
— Bunkers and fortifications equipped with filtered ventilation for 
commands and staffs, signal centers, antiaircraft and coastal artillery 
positions, aircraft and major rear installations and facilities; and 

— Dugouts and shelters for mechanical vehicles and materiel. 
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For OPMAR purposes, organization of the ground should be handled by all 
units, both in the area itself, under the leadership of specialists from 
the engineer troops, and with the aid of specialized engineer subunits. 


Forecasting zones (regions) of strikes, of chemical and radioactive 
contamination, and of destruction and fires should be made both before 
and after the use of weapons of mass destruction by enemy forces. Fore- 
casting before their use by enemy forces is conducted on the basis of the 
presumed variations in their use. The purpose of this is to determine: 


— Probable losses in personnel, combat equipment, ordnance and security 
materiel, as well as infrastructure; 

— The probable limits of tte boundaries of chemical and radioactive 
contamination, and the direction and scope of diffusion of air masses 
contaminated by toxic agents; and 

— The nature and range of necessary work associated with the eiimination 
of the effects of enemy forces' using mass destruction weapons. 


On the basis of the results found from this forecasting, improvement can 
be introduced into the OPBMAR plan for the purpose of reducing the extent 
of threat from a mass destruction weapon strike by friendly forces. 
Forecasting after the use of weapons of mass destruction by enemy forces 
is conducted on the basis of reports received from reconnaissance of the 
strike region (sea area), where information concerning the place, time 
and type of mass destruction weapon used must be considered indispensable, 
permitting determination of: 


— Probable losses in personnel and the area of necessary undertakings 
which must be implemented to limit any increase in them; 

— The limits of the areas of destructive fire, and the nature of 
destruction; 

— The degree of destruction (damage) of installations, equipment and 
ordnance, materiel and infrastructure; and 

— The nature and scope of undertakings connected with the elimination of 
the results of mass destruction weapon strikes. 


The scope and type of tasks performed by the staffs of various command 
levels during the forecasting of zones (areas) of strike, chemical and 
radioactive contamination, and destruction and firesare different, and 
result from the tasks assigned to the individual units. 


Reconnaissance of contamination and contagion is organized for the 
purpose of supplying commanders and staffs with necessary data about 
contamination and contagion in the areas of activity, and of the 
dispersal of groups, units and installations of the naval forces in a 
timely way. Reconnaissance of contamination and contagion should be a 
constant responsibility of commanders and staffs at every level. 
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The dispersal of naval battleships, coastal units and rear installations 
is one of the effective means of defense against nuclear weapons. Among 
other things, the degree of dispersal depends on the type of task 
conducted, command capability the nature of the terrain and its organ- 
izational development, and the hydrographic and navigational conditions 
of the sea area. The dispersal of groups of installations, units and 
rear installations should conform closely to concealment requirements. 
Heavy concealment properties of the coast]‘ne and of the terrain to 

hide coastal units and installations from every type of reconnaissance 
method of the enemy forces should be used to a maximal degree. It is 
expedient that the dispersal areas of the forces be changed periodically, 
with this change being conducted secretly in as short a time as possible. 
Deceptive activities can be organized in the abandoned areas for the 
purpose of misinforming enemy forces. 


Early detection and notification of the naval forces of the direction of 
a shift in contagion and radioactive fallout and of clouds of toxic 
agents can enable maneuvering on land and at sea to avoid air currents 

or to move perpendicularly to the direction of the wind, as a function of 
position with respect to the point of detonation. On the other hand 
timely use of individual means of protection against contagion (gasmasks, 
protective clothing) assures relatively certain defense of personnel 
against strikes by toxic and biological agents, and against penetration 
of radioactive substances inside the body, and reduces the effectiveness 
of heat irradiation. 


Bunkers equipped with filtered ventilation devices provide relatively 
great effectiveness in protection against contagion. They provide instal- 
lations with crews and the personnel of rear units and installation with 
safety and a chance to rest during extended periods of stay in areas of 
contagion. 


A dosimetric inspection is made to determine the irradiation and degree 
of contagion of personnel, ordnance and combat equipment, materiel, 
water, food, etc. This makes it possible to determine the military 
capability of installkation groups and coastal units, and to establish 

the need to introduce medical and preventive measures and evacuation 
measures. Inspection of the extent of contagion of terrain, ships, 
combat equipment, etc., is made for the purpose of determining the 
capability of crews and personnel to operate without Individual means of 
defense against contagion, and to determine the range of work during the 
implementation of special measures and its effectiveness. 


In principle inspection of the extent of contagion is made after the 
groups, ships and units have left the zone of contagion and after all 
special measures have been carried out. 
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The implementation of anti-epidemic measures has the purpose of 

preventing the spread of contagious diseases among personnel after enemy 
forces have used a biological weapon. Among other things, these 

measures include an inspection of the threatened areas from a medical 
viewpoint, protective vaccinations, the use of special preventive methods 
and quarantine. The medical and preventive measures include the use of 
anti-radioactive preparations to increase resistance to radiation, anti- 
biotics increasing resistance to the activity of toxic agents, and special 
preparations increasing resistance to the activity of biological agents. 


Elimination of the results of enemy use of weapons of mass destruction has 
the purpose of rapid restoration of the command system for all kinds of 
defense forces, restoration of vitality and combat capability to ships, 
units and rear installations, rescue of personnel, ship technology and 
materiel, and restoration of suitable conditions for stricken naval 

forces to fulfill their assigned tasks. 


Elimination of the effects of strikes with weapons of mass destruction can 
include the following undertakings: reconnaissance of the strike area, 
restoration of the combat readiness of ships and coastal units, repair 

and salvage work at sea and on land, rendering medical aid and evacuation 
of wounded, limiting and extinguishing fires, execution of hydraulic 
engineering work to increase the safety of navigation in ports, on 
roedsteads and on fairways, reconstruction of supply routes and evacuation, 
evacuation of personnel from areas of contagion, implementation of medical 
measures for personnel and special measures for ships and combat equip- 
ment, equipment and materiel, and making observations and imposing 
quarantine after determining the use of a biological weapon. 


In principle reconnaissance over areas stricken by chemical and nuclear 
weapons is carried out by reconnaissance patrols organized by staffs of 
the 20 [operational (army, front) large units], ZOT [operational-tactical 
large units] and naval garrisons (regions), contagion reconnaissance 
parties, and type of contamination reconnaissance (health service 
patrols). Contagion reconnaissance parties determine and designate 
regions of high contagion, sectors of long-term contagion with toxic 
agents and areas (places) suitable for develovment into special 
intervention points. Technical salvage reserve forces, composed of 
subunits of the chemical, engineer, health service, traffic and other 
troops, are formed in advance on the ZT [tactical (brigade, division, 
corps) large units] level and garrison level to provide aid for stricken 
ships, subunits and rear installations and facilities to eliminate the 
effects of enemy use of weapons of mass destruction. 


Assigned ships from groups and mobile salvage groups under central 
control are used for damage control-salvage work at sea. In 
addition technical salvage forces and means from the territorial and 
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civil defense troops may be sent out for salvage work, within the 
framework of cooperation, after naval installations and units have been 
struck by methods of mass destruction. Salvage work in an area stricken 
with a weapon of mass destruction basically relies on finding and removing 
sick and injured from buried shelters (bunkers), seeking sinking ships, 
aiding the crews of ships and coastal unites in extinguishing fires, 
repairing damage, towing damaged ships from contagion zones to safe areas, 
rescuing people in the threatened zone, clearing roads and passages, etc. 
Salvage work is conducted in zones of contagion only in case it is 
necessary to rescue personnel from sinking ships or threatening fires, 
and for the purpose of restoring combat capability to particularly 
important installations. Restoring conditions of safety to navigation 

in ports and on roadsteads as rapidly as possible is particularly 
essential. This also renders it possible to perform salvage from the 
seacoast. 


Depending on the appraisal of the situation, a decision may be made to 
partially or completely rebuild the installations damaged in the strike 
region and to make them capable again of functioning for their purpose. 
Specialized engineering units for seaport reconstruction units from 
civil defense can be used for reconstruction work on individual elements 
of the infrastructure of ports, garrisons and other installations 
uecessary for naval forces. 


In view of the essential role which civil defense (0C) forces can play in 
joint salvage activity after mass destruction weapon strikes on coastal 
installations, we shall present an outline of the tasks typical of them, 
the basis for calculating forces and possible variations of grouping 
them, as well as technological possibilities found in individual 
organizational units. 


Opportunities of OC Forces and Methods in Salvase Activity in a Strike 
Region 


A main task of OC forces in salvage activity is saving people and 
preventing further losses of people. This task is achieved through 
salvage unit forces, possibly including the following units: technical 
salvage, approximately 50 percent of the forces; medical and health, 
approximately 25 percent; chemical and radioactive decontamination, 
approximately 5 percent; f re-fighting, approximately 15 percent, 
protective and other activities, approximately 5 percent. 


The total capabilities of a technical salvage unit can amount to: 1,100 
man-hours/day and 180 heavy equipment engine-operating hours. On the 
other hand the ZORT [group of technical salvage units] capabilities can 
reach 3,700 man-hours/day and 380 heavy equipment engine-operating 
hours.

Calculating Needs in Medical and Health Forces 


During the first 24-hour day 85 percent of the victims should receive 
medical aid, with 65 percent of them needing transfer to medical 
points where 45 percent of these will receive aid from physicians. 


Of the total number of victims requiring the aid of a physician, 

65 percent must be given surgical aid, of which 50 percent will require 
extended hospital treatment. The daily capacity for providing aid to 
victims witin the medical and health scope comes to 300-400 victims 

for OPPM [medical aid unit] and 600 for ZOPPM [group of medical aid 
units].

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Our analysis tneludes the 1946-1980 period=-a little more than one generation~~-and 
aleo ie supported by information furnished by current demography and censuses of 
the population. Its purpose ie to bring to light the ain demographic trends and, 
in this perspective, to evaluate the goale of demographic policy and make an inven- 
tory of the moet important taske of the eciences on the population. 


Despite the great slvggiehness with which the demographic system is endowed, in a 
relatively short tim the typologies of fertility and marriages changed in Roman~- 
ia, to 4 great extent the population's demographic behavior changed, the eise and 
functions of the family developed and population geography aleo suffered impor- 
tant changes, and the very demographic typology of the population, particularly 
distribution by ages, changed deeply. In the last analysis it is a question of 
Aa» - in cultural models, in the broadest sociological and cultural -anthropolo- 
kK sense. 





Among demographic variables, tlie moet dynamic and tant undoubtedly is fertil- 
ity, since it is linked with “the production of life"; it ie the main goal in any 
demographic policy, regardless of ite nature. For that reason, we will divide the 
periods of Romania's population during 1946-1980 depending on important pointe in 
— of fertility into four perfode: 1946-1957, 1958-1966, 1967-1974 and 


|. Number and etructure of the population 

On 1 January 1946 the estimated population of Romania was 15,744,000; on 1 January 
1980 it had reached 22,133,000, an increase of 6,389,000. Since the natural growth-- 
balance of births and deaths--in this period was 6,757,000 persons, the result is 
that net migration was 368,000 (6, 389,000-6,757,000+-368,000). But both the average 
increases as well as growth rates varied during the four periods (see Table 1).

The contribution of births and reduction in deaths to total growth was variable in 
time. In the period of rapid reduction in mortality, the contribution of trend was 
clearly larger; in recent years, when the gross mortality rate has been recording 

a slight growth, the single factor of demographic growth in natality. Overall, the 
average growth rate of the population of Romania was 1 percent annually; under condi- 
tions of maintaining this rate in the future, the population could double in a 70- 
year period. In reality, however, both the natural growth as well as average growth 
rate fall systematically; in 1979 the growth rate was .8 percent, while total natur- 
al growth was approximately 193,000. We should state that in order to reach 
23.4-23.7 million in 1985 these values are not enough; the growth rate would have 

to be 1-1.3 percent, while the natural growth would have to be approximately 230,00)- 
285,000 persons annu lly. 











The most important process affecting the population in a relatively reduced pop- 
ulation growth rate--l percent in the 1946-1979 period--ia the change in struc~ 
ture by ages. In a relatively short period--several decades--Romania's population 
went through en tmportant phase of demographic aging (see Table 2).

The proportion of elderly population (conventionally, 60 and over) rose emphatically: 
from 7.4 percent (1930) to 13.2 percent (1980). In the same interval of time, the 
average age of Romania's population rose by 6.62 years, while the median age rose 

by 7.88 years, also changing the nature of the statistical distribution of the pop- 
ulation. The ratio of dependence of age rose in 1980 by around 12 percent compared 
with 1956, but the "pressure" of the elderly population on the working-age population 
was emphasized. 


Since the main cause of demographic aging is reduction in natality* (and not the 
growth in average length of life as one would believe), that is, aging "through 

the base of the pyramid,” rejuvenation of Romania's population could be produced 
during several decades, with the condition that there would be a systematic rise in 
natality and, thus, producing larger number of the succeeding generations without 
annual oscillations. [See Figures! and 2] 


The three “indentations” in the pyramid of ages, due to the lack of births during 

the two world wars and during the period of emphatic reduction in natality (1958- 

1966) actually are demographic disproportions which cause a series of economic, 
educational, health and other consequences. The evolution of the two components of 

the population's natural movement--natality and mortality--may be followed in Figure 2. 


The effects of legislative measures on interrupting pregnancies--the liberalization(L) 
in 1975 and the restrictions (R) imposed in 1966--appear well defined in Figure 2 with 
regard to the evolution of natality and should be examined carefully. 


2. Population Mortality 
The first characteristic of the mortality evolution in the 1946-1979 period is the 


powerful reduction in general mortality, marking an important phase in the demo- 
graphic transition in Romania.

General mortality rapidly falle from the level of around 20 deaths per 1,000 rea- 
idente (19.5 percent) in the 1930-1939 period and from a level of 20.4 deaths per 
1,000 residents in 1946-1947, in 1964 reaching 8.1 percent; thus, a reduction of 
2.5 times. The later growth in gross mortality rate to the greatest extent is due 
to demographic ag‘»g and for that reason an appeal must be made to standardized 
rates of mortality and the values of the mortality tables. Also, infant mortality 
in the pune analyzed sees a continued reduction, with some oscillations (see 
Table 3).

Compared with the average for 1930-1939, the general mortality in 1975-1979 was 

2 times less, while infant mortality was 5.5 times lower . The i:crease in average 
length of Life in 1946-1979 was ce inuous but with some peculiarities In the per-

We 
feel that at t » of the interval the average length of life was around 42 


(1946-1947) for both sexes, the same as the value established by academician Ch. 
Mihoc in the 1930-1932 mortality table. 


During around 10 years, the average length of life rose from 42 (1946-1947) to 63.17 
(1956), that is, 21 years or an average of 2 years annually. This is a typical sit- 
uation shown by the model tables of mortality from the United Nations, where the pop- 
ulation of a country with very high mortality records a very fast reduction: Under 
such conditions, the gain is approximately 2.5 years during a five-year period. The 
later increases were smaller and smaller. For example, between 1961 and 1971 (the 
1970-1972 mortality table), the increase was 2.52 years, that is, .26 years for each 
year; between 1971 and 1977 (the 1976-1978 table), the total increase was 1.24 years 
and the annual average was .21 years. 


In order to reach the 7l-vear level in 1985, as was estimated at the 12th party con- 
grees, the average length of life would have to increase .15 vears annually. This 
is possible: V. Ghetau,! analyzing the evolution of hope for life in the 1899-1901 
period up to 1974-1975, among other things points out the very important contribu- 
tion of reducing infant mortality and mortality up to 5 years of age to increasing 
the hope for life at birth. In the future, too, the reduction in infant mortality 
must contribute in a basic way to increasing the hope for life, especially since its 
level, although it fell nearly 5.5 times in the period analyzed, is still very high. 





Where does Romania stand from the viewpoint of level of infant mortality and hope 
for life at birth? There are European countries? where infant mortality (1977)

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varies between 8 percent (Sweden) and 12 percent (Finland); in Czechoslovakia its 
level is 19.6 percent, in Bulgaria it is 24 percent, in the GDR it is 13.1 percent. 
Compared with the lowest levels, infant mortality in Romania of 31.8 percent (aver- 
age for 1975-1979) is nearly four times higher. With regard to hope for life at 
birth, the highest values for the females are recorded in Norway (78.12 years ac- 
cording to the 1975-1976 mortality table), while it is in Japan for the males 
(72.15 according to the 1976 mortality table). As a result, the hope for life at 
birth for females in Romania (the 1975-1977 table) is 6.1 years less than in Nor- 
way and 4.7 years less than in Japan for the males. 


Infant mortality in 1979 recorded a slight growth which requires a separate study. 
If the lowering trend would continue as in 1971-1978 (around 1.7 percent each year), 
it could be estimated that infant mortality by 1985 would reach around 20 deaths 
under 1 year of age per 1,000 live births. 


Of course, it is a matter of hypotheses; in any case, we see how important the 
effort of the health system must be, together with that of health education among 
the population. As other demographic phenomena, infant mortality has a differential 
nature; it is higher in the rural environment, in the less developed counties and 
in socio-vocational categories with a lower level of instruction. 


In concluding these congiJerations on mortality we should recall that Romania's 
population is in a transition from the type of mortality characteristic of the 
developing countries (according to WHO criteria) to the type of developed coun- 
tries, with deathsdue to cardiovascular diseases and malignant tumors predominating. 


3. Marriages and Divorce 


Whereas birth and death areevents in which che biological nature is clear, marriage 
and divorce as demographic events are completely determined by social, economic, cul- 
tural, psychological and legislative factors. In the analysis of the evolution of 
marriages and divorce, the role of certain disciplines, as well as the sociology 

of the family, the right of the family, social psychology, cultural anthropology 

is basic. 


From the demographic viewpoint, marriage and divorce first are examined through 
their influence on the family, fertility and legitimate births. On the other side, 
the explanation of marriage and divorce resorts to demographic variables, such as 
distribution of the population according to civil status, average and median age 

at marriage, general indicators of marriage and divorce, the frequency of re- 
marriages. Of the utmost interest is establishing a typology of marriage as an ex- 
pressionof cultural models. 





The mst general picture of marriage and divorce is the one offered by the evolu- 
tion of the gross rates of marriage and divorce (see Table 4).

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There was a high rate of marriage for Romania's population in the 1946-1959 period, 
when the "marriage explosion" ("Marriage boom" of J. Hajnal) can be placed, how- 
ever, without having the resulte this particular process had in western Europe. 
Between 1959-1969 a fall in number of marriages took place; from 1970 on we see a 
recovery, however, without reaching the values of the 1946-1959 period. Divorce 
recorded a rapid increase in the 1946-1966 period; the legislative measures adop- 
ted at the end of 1966 considerably reduced divorce; the increase continued in the 
coming years. 


What are the particular features of Romania's marriages? We only have more detailed 
data information since 1957, while for first marriages, it is since 1961. We should 
note that the average age for first marriage is early, both for males and females. 
In the 1961-1979 period it oscillated for males between around 25-26; for females, 
the fluctuations were between 21.8 and 22.7; the difference between the average age 
for men and women oscillated around the value of 3 years. The overall indicators 
for marriages or the total rate of marriage ("the eum of reduced first marriages") 
wes very high , even exceeding 1,000. The wife's median age for a first marriage 
varied between 20-21.6. 


By subperiods, the indicators of marriage are seen in Table 5.

Before making some evaluations in connection with the above indicators, it is neces- 
sary we further examine the distribution of the population according to marriage 
status in the 1956, 1966 and 1977 censuses(see Table 6).

45-49 indicates the frequency of final celibacy. The data show us that in Romania 
the first marriage takes place at an early age, the speed with which the marriage 
ie concluded as a function of age is very fast, while final celibacy is very low. 
The so-called “east European type” is maintained with very little change in Romania 
and has remained throughout the years. Behavior toward the marriage and family 
which has seen dramatic changes in western Europe basically has not changed. In 
Romania marriage is practically universal for the marriage-age popultion, as is 
aleo seen from the very high proportion of noncelibate persons (married, widowed or 
divorced). ; 


Under these conditions, one may evaluate that the type ("pattern") of marriage for 
Romania's population is favorable for fertility both by the early age at firet mar- 
riage as well as by the very high proportion of married persons. However, a neg~ 
ative influence ie exercised by divorce on the length of the marriage and eventual- 
ly, through this, fertility and final Offepring. ‘ 


Some data on the evolution of divorce in the 1961-1979 period are seen in Table 7.

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Before applying the 1966 regulations on divorce, the average length of a marriage 
dissolved by divorce was small: Around 6.5 years, while the average age of the 
spouses at the divorce was 9-10 years more than the age at the first marriage. In 
recent years, although the total rate of divorce is approximately the same as in 
1962-1965, the average length of marriage is around 10 years, while the average age 
of the spouses is greater by 2-2.5 years than in 1962-1965. We should note that the 
difference between the husband's and wife's average age is 3.4-3.8 years. 


Although democracy is concerned with bringing out the consequences of divorce on fer- 
tility, in exchange, a number of other aspects--social, psychological, ethical and 
legal—-should be investigated by the specialty disciplines. 


4. Fertility 


The central problem for demography, we well know, is fertility. Studies until now 
have brought out a number of trends and aspects which we shall continue to make an 
inventory of. 


Due to a number of reasons which we will not examine here, fertility began to fall 
after World War I.* After World War II, under the conditions of great political, 
economic social changes, the trend continued, but with some osciilations. In the 
1958-1966 period, the reduction took place at very fast rates. The indicators, as 
well as the specific rates of fertility according to age, total rate of fertility 
("sum of reduced births"), average age of the mothers at their children's birth, 

fertility of the marriages, which are indicators calculated transversally, furnish

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us with a number of useful information. Statistical series is Limited to the 
1956-1979 period. 


Whereas in 1956 the total rate of fertility was 2.89 children (provisional indi- 
cators), in 1966 it had reached 1.90, that is, below the level at which generations 
are replaced.* As an effect of the 1966 measures, in 1967 the rate reached 3.66 
children, which was 93 percent greater than in 1966, after which the falling trend 
returned. In 1979, the indicator was 2.5 children (gross rate of reproduction be- 
ing 1.21 and net rate of reproduction being 1.13 daughters), higher than the level 
at which generations are replaced; the number in the generation of daughters would 
be 13 percent greater than that of mothers. The mothers’ average age at the birth 
of all their children fell from 27.65 (1956) to 26 (1966), reaching 25.5 years of 
age in 1979. We should note that in 1979 the total rate of fertility was 32 percent 
greater than in 1966--the year with the lowest level--but the mothers’ average age 
was somewhat lower than in 1966. It is a specific trend of “contracting” of the 
fertile period to very young ages and rapidly achieving final offepring. If the 
data were by cohorts and not transversal, this trend would be read in this way: A 
female generation, entering into their fertile period (15-49 years of age) contracts 
the first marriage at approximately 21 and in a few years achieves their final 
number Of 2.5 children at an average age of around 25.5. 


If we take the systematic data by three subperiods, the evolution is seen in Table 8.

The trend of concentration of fertility in the 20-24-year-old age group is clear: In 
the 1967-1974 period, the fertility of the 25-29-year-olds group was 24 percent less 
than that of the 20-24-year-olds; in 1975-1979, it was 32 percent less. 

If we take the fertility rates by years of age and not by five-year groups, the "type" 
of fertility of the female population in recent years is seen in Figure 4.

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The 15-24-year-old age groups achieve more than 50 percent of the total fertility 
rate, while together with the 25-29~year-olds, nearly 80 percent; the contribution 
of the 35-49-year-olde is minute: Around 8 percent of the finalfertility rate. 
Thus, it is a question of a precocious type of fertility, with a relatively low 
final offepring ( offepring of a fictional cohort). 


The above findings aleo are confirmed by the analysis of distribution of newborns 
according to rank: medium rank of birth in recent years has been 2.2-2.3, while 


the proportion of rank 4 and higher birta has been 16-17 percent of the total num- 
ber of births. 


Analysis of the fertility of the series of marriages brings out some supplementary 
elements, but the findings--in general lines--are the same. 


The total rate of fertility of first marriages* is presented in Table 9 . 


The total rate of fertility of first marriages leaped from 1.7 children to 3.3 
children in 1967 and 1968; in recent years, thie indicator has varied between 2.2 
and 2.4, with a clear falling trend. In 5 years since contracting of the marriage 
around 60-64 percent of the total rate of fertility is achieved (a matter of provi- 
sional indicators), confirming the finding brought by analysis of vertility by ages.

Without entering into an analysis of the reestablished data,’ we will refer to 
several of them: The 1875-1889 generations, with the offevring ended in 1925-1930, 
had an average of 4.7-4.8 children; the 18861-1885 generatione (fertility ended in 
1931-1935 ) had an average of 4.4-4.6 children; the 1911-1915 generations (fer- 
tility concluded in 1961-1965) brought 2.9-3.2 children into the world. The more 
recent generations have a final number of 2.3-2.4 children. The fall in fertil- 
ity of Romania's female population, begun several decades ago, has been systemati., 
affecting all generations. A slight recovery will take place within the generations 
which, in 1967-1970, was aged 20-29, being powerful influenced by the measures adopt- 
ed at the end of 1966. With regard to the offspring of the series of marriages, 
we only have information for the 1966-1979 period. It is found that children were 
formed very fast after the marriage is entered into: Half of the final number are 
eatedliahed approximately two years after the wedding. The information we have 
available about the fertility of Romania's population, some of wich has been used in 
this study, shows us that the reduction in it is a long-lasting trend which will con- 
tinue in the future. Measures of demographic policy, of great scope and requiring 
large efforts, could change this trend. 


We huve Limited ourselves to a general presentation of the evolution of the number 
and structure of the population, of fertility, mortality, marriage and divorce, with- 
out referring to the areas as well as spatial distribution of the population, inter- 
nal migration, urbanization, demo-economic structures and others, which require a 
separate analysis.

5. Demographic Policy and the Taske for the Sclences About Population 


Demographic trends in recent years have drawn attention to the measures required 

with a view to creating conditions for fulfilling the goale of demographic policy. 

The options, motivations and goale of our demographic policy coherently were formu~ 
lated in the party program, which contains a chapter entited “pemographic Policy and 
Policy for Use of the Labor Force." They were confirmed by the 12th party congress. 
Basically, the policy ie 4 pronatal one, thus, one whichatimulates Hatality, with a 
view to achieving a relatively high natural surplus coneidered necessary to fulfill 

the goals for social-economic development and the demographic balance of the popula- 
tion. A priority goal te consolidation of the family=-~-the basic nucleus of soctety~~ 
through varied economic, cultural and educational means, strengthening of traditional 
values and encouraging the larger family, around three children. Restrengthening of 
Komanie'e poluation aleo is a goal whose fulfillment requires decades. Of course, 
demographic policy, a8 4 part of secital policy, aleo seeks other goale: the reduc- 
tion of morbidity and mortality, leprovement in the population's demo-economic st ruc- 
tures and 4 more correct dietribution of the population on the territory, harmonious 
development of the cities and reduction in internal migration at great distances. 

Some of these goale are expressed numerically. For example, the average length of 

Life is to be 71 by 1985, the population is estimated to number 23.4 million up to 23.7 
million by 1985, which means an annual growth rate of eupens l.l-1.2 percent, 4 gross 
natality rate of 21-22 live birthe per 1,000 residents. * In order to fulfill the goal 
of 25 million residents by 1990, it ie necessary to continue increwing birthe. The 
measures and strategies in connection with the goals outlined above can only be worked 
out on a scientific basia and on a thorough knowledge of demographic reality. The eci- 
ences concerned with the population, primarily demographics, wtil now have not had an 
anewer for thie urgent need, except to a reduced extent. There are many reasons: the 
lag of demographics, wifortunately, is a fact. Various remedies may be indicated. We 
will limit ourselves to outlining several of the problems which seem to be the most 
acute ones within which the study of fertility and the family is a central one. 


An analysie of demographic variables and of the interrelations among them should 
expore new areas on the basis of the last two censuses and current statistical data 
so that the evolution of fertility, of marriages and mortality are seen from various 
angles. The transition from provisional indicators to cohorts” requires reestab) ish- 
ing statistical series for a long period of time; the role of studies of historical 
demographics becomes decisive.Qn this basis, it is necessary to undertake « complex 
study of the demographic transition in Romania for a period of at least one century 
as social, economic and demographic history. In continuation, it would be necessary 
to establish the typology (pattern) for fertility, mortality, marriage, demographic 
structure, migration, active popultion. urbanization during various periods and to 
see to what extent they differ from the typologies proposed by A. Coale, L. Henrv, 
A. Rogers, J. Hajnal, J. Durand and in United Nations etudies. These typologies as 
well as international comparisons can lead to working out prediction models.

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Aleo needed are a decisive move from an overall, macrodemographic approach to the 
phenomena to « differential study of them ae well a8 to « aicrodemographic ap~ 
proach (at the family level). We know of very few works on differential fertili~- 
ty, for example, a basic problem. We are limiting ourselves to a differential anal~ 
yete by urban and rural environments, by counties and groups of counties, by hie~ 
torical provinces. We do not know fertility by nationalities, by social groupe, 

by specific sones. With regard to the family, demographic studies are practically 
nonexistent. The aspects connected with family planning, with motivations for a 
certain type of family or 4 certain eise family aleo are nonexietent. Two condi-~- 
tions could aid in solving the problems shown above to 4 great extent: the avail- 
ability of statistical date and the existence of investigations. Republication of 
the 1974 demographic yearbook, with up-to-date date and including current demogra~ 
phte information and information from the 1977 census would be of the greatest ur- 
gency. tt aleo is necessary to publish the resulte of the “Investigation on Pertil- 
ity of Romania's Population” (1978) carried out under the auspices of theWorld Per- 
tility Survey. 


Interdisciplinary cooperation is indispensable, at least for the following problems: 
carrying out surveye by polle organized by sociologiete, demographers, anthropoli- 
giste and psychologists, particularly for the investigation of the family and dif- 
ferential fertility ae well as working out studies on cultural modele--in a complex 
acceptance--which would aid in the causal research of demographic phenomena. Bet - 
ter division of research on population problems aleo is needed as « major demand. 


On the basis of a judicious research plan, with an aseured base of information ,with 
goale which are well established and epaced out, it is possible that in several years 
notable progress could be achieved in the study of Romania's population and, thus, 

a scientific substantiation for social action, for demographic policy and the strat- 
egies of development in the coming decades could be insured.
